Probe Focuses on Jail Guards 


Family of slain Prince George’s suspeet seeks federal inquiry 


UPPER MARLBORO, MD. I Investigators focused 
Tuesday on guards at the Prince George’s 
County Correctional Center, after a man 
arrested in the hit-and-run death of a police 
officer was found strangled in his cell. 

As state police took over the investigation, 
an attorney for inmate Ronnie L. White’s 
family said whoever killed White “took it 
upon themselves to be both the judge, the 
jury and the executioner.” 

White’s death shocked and angered offi- 


cials in Prince George’s County, including 
County Executive Jack Johnson, who lik- 
ened it to “vigilante justice.” 

Investigators from the FBI and state police 
joined the case Monday after the state medi- 
cal examiner concluded that White had been 
strangled Sunday morning. 

White, 19, was arrested early Saturday on 
charges of ramming a stolen pickup truck into 
police Cpl. Richard Findley. Findley had got- 
ten out of his police cruiser Friday while trying 


to conduct a traffic stop on the truck. White 
allegedly struck him and dragged him for a 
short distance in the community of Laurel. 

Johnson immediately moved to curb 
speculation that White’s death was the 
result of police officers seeking revenge, 
saying the slaying was “unrelated to any 
act” by police. 

Attorney Bobby G. Henry Jr., who rep- 
resented White’s family, urged the U.S. 
Department of Justice to join the investi- 
gation. “Something is dreadfully wrong with 
our system,” he said, (ap)

WASHINGTON I Retired Gen. Wes- 
ley Clark rejected suggestions he 
apologize Tuesday for saying John 
McCain’s medal -winning military 
service does not qualify him for the 
White House.

Auto Industry Takes Big Sales Hit 


Tough economic times 
continue to hammer 
away at nation s Big 3 

DETROIT I General Motors Corp. 
soundly beat Toyota Motor Corp. 
in June to retain its tradition- 
al U.S. sales lead, but GM sales 
still dropped 18.2 percent during 
a dismal month for major auto- 
makers. 

Toyota’s U.S. sales fell 21.4 per- 
cent, while Ford Motor Co. said 
its sales tumbled nearly 28 per- 
cent. Chrysler LLC took a huge 
hit for the month with sales down 
35.9 percent. 

Industry analysts had predicted 
June auto sales could drop by double 
digits to their lowest monthly rate 
in 16 years. 

Ford blamed the latest sales

decline on high gas prices and low 
consumer confidence, which sent 
buyers to the sidelines. It reported 
steep drops in June sales of pick- 
up trucks and sport utility vehicles, 
including a 41 percent year- over- 
year decline for the F- Series pick- 
up, a perennial best-seller, and a 
52 percent drop for the Ford Explor- 
er SUV. 

George Pipas, Ford’s top sales 
analyst, said SUV sales are prob- 
ably down for good. 

“Our view is that gas prices aren’t 
likely to go down, and, more impor- 
tantly, many consumers have moved 
on,” he said. 

U.S. auto sales had already fall- 
en for seven straight months as of 
May, the longest period of consecu- 
tive monthly drops in eight years, 
according to the auto information 
Web site Edmunds.com. (ap) 


Wildfires Leave Californians Gasping 


Hospitals fill up with 
residents struggling 
to breathe polluted air 

FRESNO, CALIF. I California’s raging 
wildfires have created a smoky haze 
so stifling that doctors in the state’s 
landlocked farm country say their 
waiting rooms have been crowded 
with patients struggling to breathe 
amid the soot-laden air. 

Even without the blazes, the 
farming towns and subdivisions

dotting the long, flat San Joaquin 
Valley are typically shrouded in a 
layer of smog during the summer. 

But airborne ash from the hun- 
dreds of lightning- sparked fires 
caused such a spike in air pollu- 
tion over the weekend that meteo- 
rologist Shawn Ferreria said it took 
his breath away. 

“I went and bought a mask 
because my lungs were not happy 
with me,” said Ferreria, a senior air 
quality specialist for the San Joa- 
quin Valley Air Pollution Control 


District. “What we are experiencing 
is way out of historical norms.” 

Once the tiny particles of soot — 
which are blamed for causing asth- 
ma and other respiratory problems 
— reach the valley, they’re sealed in 
under a layer of warm air created by 
hot summer temperatures. 

At Tassajara Zen Mountain 
Training Center monastery in near- 
by Carmel Valley, students and vol- 
unteers stretched sprinklers atop 
buildings in case embers started 
falling. 

“Air quality is the wrong word. 
There is no quality,” said Chris Sly- 
mon.

Starbucks to Close Stores

Coffee company will 
shutter 600 locations 
to fight dropping sales 

SEATTLE I Starbucks Corp. announced 
Tuesday it will close 600 company- 
operated stores in the United States 
in the next year, up dramatically from 
its previous plan for 100 closures, a 
sign the coffee shop operator is still 
feeling the pain from the faltering 
US. economy. 

Starbucks said in a statement 
that 70 percent of the stores to be 
closed were opened after the start 
of 2006. The locations set to close 
include ones that “were not profit- 
able and not projected to provide 
acceptable returns in the foresee- 
able future.” 

About 12,000 workers will be 
affected by the closings, which are 
expected to take place over the next 
year, according to Valerie O’Neill, a 
spokeswoman for the company. 

O’Neill said most of the employ- 
ees will be moved to nearby stores, 
but she did not know exactly how 
many jobs will be lost. 

The company predicted related 
charges will add up to $328 mil- 


lion to $348 million but said that 
after income tax benefits and other 
changes, it expects to pay about 
$100 million. 

Starbucks also cut the number 
of company- operated stores it will 
open in fiscal 2009 in half, to fewer 
than 200. The company did not 
adjust its plan to open fewer than 
400 stores in 2010 and 2011. 


In May, Starbucks said its sec- 
ond-quarter profit sank 28 per- 
cent as U.S. consumers cut back 
on visits in light of rising food and 
gas prices. 

As of the end of March, there 
were 16,226 Starbucks stores 
around the world, including 7,257 
company- operated stores in the 
United States, jessica mintz (ap)

STERLING, ILL. | The FBI launched 
a manhunt Tuesday for an ex- con 
suspected of killing eight people in 
two states, including a 93 -year-old 
man, a child, and a couple whose 
blood-soaked dogs were found 
roaming a motel parking lot. 

Federal and local officials 
announced a $25,000 reward for 
the arrest of Nicholas T. Sheley, 28, 
and said he should be considered 
armed and dangerous. 

The killings began with the beat- 
ing death of 93 -year- old Russell 
Reed, a Sterling man whose body 
was found stuffed in the trunk of a 
car Thursday. Public records show 
Sheley has multiple convictions for 
robbery, drugs and weapons charges 
and has spent three years in pris- 
on.

Obama contended he is merely 
stating long-held positions — sur- 
prising to some, he said, after a pri- 
mary campaign in which he was 
“tagged as being on the left.”

Obama said he would increase 
spending on social services, start- 
ing with a $500 million-a-year pro- 
gram to keep 1 million poor chil- 
dren up to speed on their studies 
over the summers. 

Obama also says religious institu- 
tions should be allowed to hire and 
fire based on religion only in the non- 
taxpayer-funded portions of their

PROVIDENCE, R.l. | Rhode Island’s 
Supreme Court on Tuesday over- 
turned a first-in-the -nation jury 
verdict that found three former lead 
paint companies responsible for cre- 
ating a public nuisance, rejecting a 
closely watched case that had been 
seen as a bellwether for potential 
suits across the country.

The court, however, said the 
state’s lawsuit should have been 
dismissed at the outset. It said 
that while lead paint may be a 
public health problem, it was not 
the companies’ responsibility to 
clean it up, because they, unlike 
landlords and homeowners, had 
no control over how the paint was 
used or whether it was used in prop- 
erties where children were poisoned.

Mugabe Aide Tells West ‘Go Hang’ 


Zimbabwe’s president 
gives no hint of plans 
for power eompromise 

SMARM EL-SHEIK, EGYPT I Prospects 
for a peaceful deal between Zimba- 
bwe President Robert Mugabe and 
his top opponent appeared to grow 
more distant Tuesday despite efforts 
by African leaders at a summit here. 
Mugabe’s spokesman defiantly said 
the longtime ruler has no plans to 
step down and told Western crit- 
ics to “go hang.” 


Some leaders had harsh words 
for Mugabe in what appeared to 
be sharp exchanges in closed- door 
meetings at the African Union sum- 
mit. Botswana’s vice president said 
Mugabe’s government should not 
be recognized and that Zimbabwe 
should be barred from AU gather- 
ings. “Botswana’s position, therefore, 
is that the outcome of these elections 
does not confer legitimacy on the 
government of President Mugabe,” 
Mompati Merafhe said. 

Mugabe responded to the African 
criticism — which also came from 



Mugabe spokesman GeorgeCharamba 
lashed out at Western critics Tuesday. 


Liberia, Nigeria and Sierra Leone 
— during the session, said Ismail 
Ndiye, a delegate from Senegal. 

Egyptian Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Hossam Zaki said 
Mugabe spoke for a half-hour and 
lashed out at some African countries 
who spoke out against him. 

But pressure for the 84 -year- old 
leader to loosen his grip on power 
did not appear to have an affect. 
Mugabe’s peers are trying to per- 
suade him to share power with rival 
Morgan Tsvangirai after last week’s 
discredited run-off election, (ap)

Moscow Loses a Piece of Its Youth 


A beloved toy store is 
the latest Soviet-era 
icon to close its doors 

M 0 S C 0 w I The same year that Sput- 
nik soared into space saw the launch 
of another Soviet- era icon that may 
have loomed larger for generations 
of Russians: a huge toy store in cen- 
tral Moscow called Detsky Mir, or 
Children’s World. 

Fifty years later, the hulking 
block-long building across from the 
KGB’s notorious Lubyanka head- 
quarters closed Tuesday for major 
renovations, the latest landmark to 
be torn down or tarted up in the 
mailing of Moscow. 

The toy store, faced in yellow- 
ish tile on a sloping square near the 
Kremlin, was a place of dreams and

desire for Soviet children and a cru- 
cial resource for parents struggling 
to find them holiday gifts, school 
supplies and clothing — from bal- 
let slippers to bulky lambswool 
coats. 

“For us, it was a whole world,” 
said Lada Mosharova, 49, who vis- 
ited Detsky Mir on Monday with her 
son and her niece, carrying a video 
camera for an emotional farewell to 
a store that was one of her favorite 


places as a child. 

The owner and developer pledge 
to put the carousel back in after the 
store is gutted and transformed into 
a “modern trade and entertainment 
complex” with a glass dome, a mul- 
tiplex movie theater, underground 
parking and a “restoranny dvorik” 
— Russian for a food court. 

They say the $200 million 
project, which is to be completed 
within three years, will increase 
retail space and be a much-need- 
ed improvement to a beloved build- 
ing that has seen better days. 

Preservationists call it the lat- 
est step on a march of ill-advised 
demolition and construction that is 
turning Moscow into a cheap copy 
of its former self. 

“We will lose Detsky Mir,” said 
David Sarkisyan, director of Mos- 
cow’s Shchusev Architecture Muse- 
um. “It will be the latest Moscow 
fake posing as an old landmark.”

Mexicans irate about

such as kidnapping and torture by 
organized crime groups. 

But many Mexicans saw a sinister 
side, especially at a moment when 
other police and soldiers across the 
country are struggling with scan- 
dals over alleged abuses. 

“They are teaching police ... 


to torture!” read the headline 
in the Mexico City newspaper 
Reforma. 

The Guanajuato state human 
rights commission said it had 
opened an investigation. 

The uproar comes at the same 
time Mexico City police are fighting 
allegations of thuggery and inept- 
ness over a botched raid on a disco. 
Investigators say police forced pan- 
icked youths toward an exit that was 
blocked by other officers. 

Twelve people were trampled to 
death, including three officers. Wit- 
nesses say officers refused to load 
some of the wounded into ambu- 
lances and forced some stunned 
female survivors to strip for pho- 
tos.

affairs, who, like some Mongolians, 
goes by one name. Ulan Bator was 
also placed under a 10 p.m. to 8 a.m. 
curfew, he said. 

Enkhbayar, a ruling party mem- 
ber, acknowledged the protesters’ 
complaints over results of the elec- 
tion — centered on how to share the 
country’s mineral wealth. 

“Let’s sit down and solve the elec- 
tion fraud,” he said on national TV.

Thieves Exploit ATM Security Flaw

Hackers allegedly 
stole millions from 
machines at 7-Elevens 

SAN JOSE, CALIF. | Hackers broke 
into Citibank’s network of ATMs 
inside 7-Eleven stores this year and 
stole customers’ PINs, according to 
recent court filings that revealed 
a disturbing security hole in the 
most sensitive part of a banking 
record. 

The scam netted the alleged 
identity thieves millions of dol- 
lars. But more importantly for con- 
sumers, it indicates criminals were 
able to access PINs by attacking the 
back-end computers responsible for 
approving cash withdrawals. 

The case against three people in 
U.S. District Court for the South- 
ern District ofNew York highlights 
a significant problem. 

Hackers are targeting the ATM 
system’s infrastructure, which is 
increasingly built on Microsoft 
Corp.’s Windows operating sys- 


tem and allows machines to be 
remotely diagnosed and repaired 
over the Internet. 

“PINs were supposed to be sacro- 
sanct. What this shows is that PINs 


aren’t always encrypted like they’re 
supposed to be,” said Avivah Litan, 
a security analyst with the Gartner 
research firm. 

A critical issue in the investiga- 


tion is how the hackers infiltrated 
the system, a question that still 
hasn’t been answered publicly. All

that’s known is they broke into the 
ATM network through a server at a 
third-party processor, which means 
they probably didn’t have to touch 
the ATMs to pull off the heist. 

Don Jackson, director of threat 
intelligence for SecureWorks, said 
he has seen an “alarming” spike in 
the number of attacks on back-end 
computers for ATM networks. 

“This was fairly large, but I 
don’t think it’s anything out of the 
ordinary. These kinds of scams 
go on every day,” Jackson said.

N E W YO R K I AT&T Inc. will sell the 
new version of the iPhone without a 
service contract for $400 more than 
the price with a two-year plan, a 
break from the rules set when Apple 
Inc.’s popular touch-screen gadget 
debuted last year. 

Two new models of iPhones 
go on sale July 11 for $199 and 
$299, depending on the amount 
of memory, with two-year AT&T 
contracts. The contract-free ver- 
sions will cost $599 and $699 
and will be sold sometime “in the 
future,” AT&T said. Without a con- 
tract, users can cancel service with 
AT&T without incurring an early

Md. Granted Leeway to Fix Schools 


State gets flexibility 
in administration of 
No Child Left Behind 

Maryland and five other states 
have been granted flexibility in 
how they administer the No Child 
Left Behind law, including how to 
label schools that need help, under 
precedent- setting pilot programs 
the federal government announced 
Tuesday. 

The Education Department’s 
action will relax one of the 2002 
law’s toughest and most-criti- 


cized provisions, with implica- 
tions for large school systems in 
Prince George’s and Montgomery 
counties. 

Under the law, an entire school 
is considered to have failed to meet 
academic standards even if it only 
misses testing goals in reading 
or math by a small amount or in 
a particular subgroup of the stu- 
dent population. 

If a school fails for several con- 
secutive years, it is forced to make a 
series of increasingly serious chang- 
es, such as redesigning curriculum 
or replacing staff. 


EDUCATION REFORM 

Maryland’s plan would split 
failing schools into two tracks, 
dubbed “comprehensive needs’’ 
(those that would have failed to 
meet academic standards in sev- 
eral categories) and “focused 
needs’’ (those that would have 
fallen shortin afewsubgroups). 

Of 233 Maryland schools in 
need of improvement, about six in 
lOwouldfall intothe comprehen- 
sive group, while four in 10 would 
fall intothefocused category. 


In March, Education Secretary 
Margaret Spellings announced that 
states would have the opportuni- 
ty to develop plans that address a 
school’s individual problems. 

Seventeen states, including Vir- 
ginia and Maryland, applied for 
the program. Of them, Florida, 
Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio 
and Maryland received approval 
Tuesday. 

William Reinhard, a spokesman 
for the Maryland State Depart- 
ment of Education, said the state 
was pleased with the decision.

D.C. Council Backs Handgun Ban Bill 


All 12 members sign 
measure complying 
with justices’ decision 

D.C. Council member Phil Mendel- 
son introduced legislation Tuesday 
that overturns the city’s long-stand- 
ing handgun ban to comply with last 
week’s Supreme Court decision. The 
court struck down the ban as uncon- 
stitutional. 

All 12 of his colleagues on the 


council signed on as co-sponsors 
of the bill. 

The legislation would also essen- 
tially negate regulations that require 
other guns be kept unloaded and 
either disassembled or disabled by 
a trigger lock. 

Gun owners could keep the fire- 
arms at the ready in their home or 
place of business under the court’s 
exception of having the weapon for 
“immediate self-defense.” 

The self-defense exemption was 


a key part of the 5-4 high court 
decision. “The language is taken 
verbatim from the last page of the 
Supreme Court ruling,” said Men- 
delson, D-At Large. 

“The Supreme Court ruling was 
regrettable, but, nevertheless, it is the 
law of the land,” he said. 

Mendelson, chairman of the 
Committee on Public Safety and 
the Judiciary, will hold a public 
roundtable on the ruling Thursday.

WIZARDS I On Tuesday morning, 
Abe Pollin placed a call to free 
agent Gilbert Arenas, who was on 
a layover in Toronto on the way to 
China for a promotional trip on 
behalf of a shoe company.

want to hamstring the team’s abil- 
ity to sign other players. 

Under NBA rules, the Wizards 
couldn’t start negotiating with Are- 
nas until the start of the free agency 
period on Tuesday — Jamison’s situ- 
ation was different because Arenas 
became a free agent by exercising an 
opt-out clause. The team also can’t 
comment on the talks with Arenas or 
announce a deal until a league-man- 
dated moratorium expires July 9. 

“We’ve contacted the players, and 
the process is going to play out,” said 
president Ernie Grunfeld, referring 
to both Arenas and free agent guard 
Roger Mason. 

Jamison’s signing satisfies one 
condition from Arenas, who had said 
he would not return unless the team 
also kept his longtime teammate. 

“I’m confident something will 
get done,” Jamison said. “He just 
likes to go at his own pace.” 

Jamison, meanwhile, was lauded 
with praise from Pollin, who com- 
pared the team co- captain to Wes 
Unseld, who led the Wizards to their 
only NBA championship, in 1978. 

“Mr. Pollin, I love you,” Jamison 
replied. “And I’m going to do every- 
thing possible to continue to make 
you happy.”

Nationals Can Count on Redding for a Win

IT’S NOT LIKE TIM REDDING is gunning 
for 20 wins or has a fantastic ERA. 
It’s not like he’s blowing batters away 
or flirting with no -hitters. 

By the usual numbers, Tim 
Redding is a decent pitcher — on 
a bad team. 

But when Redding steps on 
the mound, the Washington 
Nationals, arguably abysmal 
most days of the week, sudden- 
ly become something more. In 
the 30 -year-old right-hander’s 
18 starts, the Nationals are 14- 
4. They’ve won nine of the last 
10 times he’s pitched, the only 
loss coming when the Nats blew 
a ninth-inning lead on Monday. 

When anyone else is on the 
mound, the runs become more 


scarce, the defense sloppier. 

“He’s been the rock of our start- 
ing rotation since the second half 
of last year,” manager Manny Acta 
said. “He’s been tremendous. He’s 
been so durable.” 

Redding is 6-4 with a 4.21 ERA. 
He’ll make no All-Star teams, and 
fantasy baseball owners aren’t 
scrambling to add him to their 
roster. But he’s a veteran presence 
on an increasingly young team. He 
works quickly, pitches smart and 
recognizes the effort of his team- 
mates during games. 

“They know that I’m going to go 
out there and give them everything 
I have,” Redding said. “I can’t real- 
ly say that it’s me, but maybe it’s an 
overall sense of taking the pressure 
off ... Like, ‘OK, I know Timmy’s 
going to battle; we know he’s going 
to give us a chance to win; so let’s

CAPITALS I The Washington Capi- 
tals are keeping the dynamic young 
star with the oh-my-gosh end-to- 
end moves, but not the goaltender 
whose outstanding play helped lead 
the late surge to the playoffs.

McPhee said the team matched Huef s 
initial request for a three -year, 
$15 rmllion deal, but Huet then wanted 
a longer contract for more money. 

“We got Theodore, who we think 
is every bit as good a goaltender, for 
a two-year term with less money,” 
McPhee said. “So, I think today 
worked out pretty well for us.” 

Green scored 18 goals last season 
at the age of 22, becoming the young- 
est player to lead defensemen in goals 
since Paul Coffey in 1981-82. 

League MVP Ovechkin, mean- 
while, led the NHL this season with 
65 goals. He and Green — both cho- 
sen in the first round of the 2004 
draft — became the first team- 
mates to lead the NHL in goals and 
goals by a defenseman since Mario 
Lemieux and Coffey in 1988-89. 

“Mike has developed into an 
impact defenseman in the short 
time since we drafted him, and 
he will be a key part of our team 
moving forward,” McPhee said.

Earlimart’s dynamic duo has delivered 
another winning album — its sixth. 


Earlimart’s latest is

ALBUM I The kind of emotion- 
drenched indie-pop that fills 
“Hymn and Her” is nothing new for 
Earlimart — the group delivered a 
fine album of confessional lyrics and 
inventive, engaging music in 2007 
with “Mentor Tormentor.” 

Releasing another full-length 
effort less than a year later is 


unusual, but the accelerated pace 
might account for the infusion of 
freshness that makes “Hymn and 
Her” so arresting. 

The music crackles and trembles 
with a restless bravado that might 
have been muted with more time 
and deliberation, and in the process 
Earlimart brings its intimate conver- 
sations out of the confession booth 
and into the cathedral itself, where 
it expands to fill the vast space. 

The group, now down to the duo 
of Aaron Espinoza and Ariana Mur- 


ray, returns to its trusted tools — rich 
melody, a tone of taut urgency, clap- 
ping percussion, weird little things 
squirming in the far corners — but 
on this sixth album everything seems 
enhanced and raised to a new level. 

Mentors, collaborators and peers 
such as Elliott Smith linger in “Hymn 
and Her,” but Espinoza and Murray 
are clearly charting a course of their 
own now, heading for a place of sat- 
urated emotion and sanctified spir- 
it, richardcrdmelin (ldsangeles

Lackluster 
Exhibit of 
Great Art 

Nestled in a remote corner of the 
National Gallery of Art, the exhib- 
it “Max Ernst — The Illustrated 
Books” is barely noticeable. There 
are no plaques on the wall to explain 


anything about the works on dis- 
play, and the 20 or so monochrome 
images stare from behind glass at 
a small room. Few museum-goers 
pay any attention. 

Perhaps this is fitting. Ernst’s 
three collage novels, the focus of 
the exhibit, have been all but for- 
gotten since the artist pasted them 
together in the 1920s and 1930s. 

At first glance, the illustrations 
on display appear to be ripped 
straight from Victorian novels and 
early pulp fiction — and indeed they 
are. Toying with the viewer’s expec-

tations, Ernst altered existing illus- 
trations, fitting different elements 
together and distorting the original 
subject matter. 

The motifs are familiar to any fan 
of surrealism. Dreamlike imagery?

Vaguely disturbing scenes involving 
animals or children? Check.

But Ernst never tries to beat the 
viewer over the head with craziness 
for its own sake. He eschews trompe 
I’oeils and over-the-top neuroses in 
favor of a more subdued, haunting 
style. The collages, in the way that 
they quietly tweak the familiar 
into something unrecognizable, 
are capable of leaving a lasting 
impression. 

Unfortunately, because of its 
uninviting setup, it’s unlikely that 
“The Illustrated Books” will leave 
much of an impression at all.

CROSSOVER I When Jessica Simp- 
son announced plans to go country 
after her last pop album flopped, 
there was a collective rolling of eyes 
in Nashville. 


To some skeptics, it appeared 
to be a calculated move to follow 
in the footsteps of other pop stars 
who have found success by crossing 
over to country radio. After lacklus- 
ter album sales and bad press over 
her high-profile romances, Simpson 
certainly needed a boost. 

But “Come on Over,” Simpson’s 
debut single from her upcoming 
country album, is not only winning 
over those same skeptics, but it’s also 
gaining ground on country radio. 

“The best way to sum this up is 
what program directors have been 


telling our promotions staff: T real- 
ly wanted to hate this record, and I 
don’t. I love this,”’ said Tom Baldri- 
ca, vice president of marketing for 
her label, Sony BMG Nashville. 

“I don’t think people were antici- 
pating the song to be that good,” said 
John Paul, program director at KUPL 
in Portland, Ore., which has been 
playing the song for two weeks. 

“It’s a good song regardless of 
who sings it, but having her sing 
it — whether you like her or hate 
her, everybody knows who Jessica 
Simpson is,” he said. 


Country fans have seen a steady 
parade of artists from outside the 
genre. But Simpson, 27, may have 
a special challenge because of her 
tabloid persona. These days, the 
pop star/reality star/movie actress 
is better known for her relationships 
than for her music. 

“We were certainly aware of 
that and knew that it would be an 
issue in some places,” Baldrica said. 
“But like everything, if you have it 
in the music then everything else 
has a tendency to take care of itself.”

Irreverent brothers 
who light up the 
airwaves turn to TV 

ANIMATION I TomandRayMagliozzi, 
aka Click and Clack, the Tappet 
Brothers of NPR’s “Car Talk” fame, 
are just two low-ego lugs. That’s why 
— familiar self-deprecating shtick 
aside — the boys’ ambivalence about 
their new public television series 
rings seriously true. 

“I hope that people look at it mer- 
cifully,” Ray (Clack) says about “As 
the Wrench Turns,” a half-hour 
series that wraps social and envi- 
ronmental messages inside an ani- 
mated sitcom. 

Premiering at 8 p.m. July 9 
on PBS, the show follows Click 
and Clack’s exploits co-hosting a 
nationally syndicated radio show 
and running a car repair shop that 
mirrors their real-life Good News 
Garage in Cambridge, Mass. The 
show will air in two -episode blocks 
for five weeks. 

But will the humor of “As the 
Wrench Turns” compare to what we’ve 


come to expect from Tom and Ray’s 
hugely popular radio franchise? 

“It’s lame enough that people will 
laugh at some of the lame stuff,” 
Rays says. “There will be some 
chuckles and wry smiles.” 

Tom and Ray voice their animat- 
ed selves in the TV series. But “As 
the Wrench Turns” deviates from 
“Car Talk’s” successful format. No 
phone calls from distressed car own- 
ers and no long bouts of brotherly 


banter. Instead, the show plays out 
like a family-friendly “Family Guy” 
or “The Simpsons.”

Purchase a species’ 
name to ensure your 
legacy lives forever 

Jeff Goodhartz is single and has no 
children. But he wanted to ensure 
the family name would live on after 
he’s gone. 

So, he paid $5,000 to have a new- 
found sea worm given the Goodhartz 
name, “goodhartzorum.” 

“This reallyjazzes me up,” said the 
55 -year-old high school math teacher 
whose namesake is translucent with 
a flamboyant blue tuft. “It will be out 
there, the family name.” 

And it will be swimming in the 
Belize mangroves where some- 
one else discovered it. Goodhartz 
bought the naming rights from the 
Scripps Institution of Oceanogra- 
phy, which unveiled its name-a-spe- 
cies program earlier this year. This 
modern twist on taxonomy is a way 
to raise research money, and lots of 
groups have been doing it. 

But its growing popularity has 
rekindled a debate over whether the 
practice invites fake discoveries and 
has led to a push for oversight. 

“It is conceivable that someone 
could fabricate a new species in order 
to make money, if it were shown to 
be lucrative,” said Andrew Polaszek, 
an entomologist at the Natural His- 
tory Museum in London. 

Taxonomy ranks among the 
world’s oldest professions, dating 
back to 18th-century Swedish bot- 
anist Carl Linnaeus, who popular- 
ized the classification system still 
in use today. Of the 30 million or 
so species of animals, plants and 
microbes on Earth, only about 
1.8 million have been named and 
identified so far. 

Traditionally, the discoverer gets 
to christen the new organism. All 
living things have a two-part sci- 
entific name, usually in Latin. It’s 
common for discoverers to name a 


new species after themselves or in 
honor of their spouses, children or 
colleagues; or even after benefac- 
tors or celebrities. 


In recent years, species names 
have gone from finders-keepers to 
being auctioned off or sold to donors 
to support research as other fund- 
ing has dried up. Not all species are 
created equal. The rarer and more 
evolved the organism, the more 
money it tends to fetch. 

Doug Yanega, an entomologist 
at the University of California, 
Riverside, wants a clearinghouse 
to review and publish animal 
names. Right now, species monikers 
are scattered across scores of scien- 


tific journals — some with weaker 
peer reviews than others. 

Yanega has no problem with 
credible scientists’ selling naming 
rights to fund their work, but he

fears unethical people could see this 
as a moneymaking scheme.

too large,” Yanega said. “It’s too easy 
to do an end- around and exploit 
the system.” 

Most researchers say faking spe- 
cies names is a rare occurrence, but 
that could change if it became prof- 
itable. 

At Scripps, before an animal is 
put up for sale, researchers run a 
background check in scientific 
journals and perform DNA tests to 
make sure it’s unique, said Scripps 


curator Greg Rouse, who had an 
Australian feather- duster worm — 
Pseudofabriciola rousei — named 
for him by a colleague. 

Rouse is also the discoverer of 
Goodhartz’s featherworm. Rouse 
found it in an underwater man- 
grove while snorkeling off the coast 
of Belize two years ago. It is not only 
a new species, but it’s also part of a 
new genus of Belize featherworms, 
he said. Though the species will be 
called goodhartzorum. Rouse is still 
deciding on the genus name. 

Goodhartz never bushwhacked 
through tropical rain forests or 
dived in perilous waters to hunt 
for undiscovered critters. 

But he’s headed for scientif- 
ic immortality and understands 
there will always be people who 
disagree with his purchase. 

“I haven’t earned this like a sci- 
entist,” he said. But he added, “If 
it helps Scripps, how can that be

New Orleans museum 
offers a taste of the 
culture of cocktails 

In New Orleans, cocktails are seri- 
ous business. What better town for 
a temple to the tasty history of the 
American libation? 

Many outsiders may get their 
idea of the Big Easy’s cocktail cul- 
ture from the jumbo-sized plastic 
cups of punch slugged down by 
tourists on Bourbon Street. 

But the Museum of the American 
Cocktail opening in July will focus 
on the rich history of sophisticated 
drinks that have been served since 
Thomas Jefferson was president. 

Cocktails — originally defined 
as any mixture of bitters, spirits and 
sugar — were an early fixture in 
this French port city. Besides easy 
access to sugar, a European sen- 
sibility allowed a drinking culture 
to flourish when it foundered else- 
where in the South’s Bible Belt. 


“I definitely think New Orleans 
has always been the home of civi- 
lized drinking,” said Ann Tuenner- 
man, founder of Tales of the Cock- 
tail, an annual festival that attracts 
thousands. “The image the tourists 
have is not how most locals think 


of drinking. We believe in better, 
not more.” 

The museum is located near 
the French Quarter and features 
a collection of rare spirits, books 
and Prohibition- era literature. 
There will be vintage cocktail shak-

ers, glassware, tools, gadgets and 
other cocktail memorabilia. 

“It’s a fanciful combination of 
things,” curator Ted Haigh said. 
“And New Orleans is the ultimate 
fit — a city that loves celebration 
and history.” 

New Orleans’ culture and cel- 
ebrated laid-back attitude have 
shaped its drinking habits, said 
Dale DeGroff, president and co- 
founder of the museum. 

“In the rest of the country until 
prohibition, bars were pretty much 
the male territory,” said DeGroff 
“In New Orleans, with its Europe- 
an approach to things, they called 
them coffeehouses, and men and 
women used them equally.” 



The museum’s nonprofit orga- 
nization was founded in 2004 and 
displayed some of its exhibits in a 
temporary space before Hurricane 
Katrina. 

The permanent museum, which 
opens July 21, promises an impres- 
sive series of seminars with profes- 
sionals and scholars. 

There will not be a bar, but there 
will be tastings in connection with 
some events. 

“If, for instance, we have a sem- 
inar on the 19th-century cock- 
tail, those attending will have a 
chance to taste those cocktails,” 
Haigh said. 

Some historians believe the 
first cocktail — the Sazerac — was 
invented in New Orleans by Antoine 
Amadie Peychaud, a Creole apoth- 
ecary with a shop in the French 
Quarter in the early 1800s. 

Haigh disputes the theory. 

“Peychaud would have been 3 
years old when the first one was 
made,” he said. 

The Sazerac caused a stir in 
Louisiana’s most recent legisla- 
tive session when a bill to name it 
the state’s official cocktail ran into 
opposition from lawmakers who 
felt they shouldn’t promote alco- 
hol. Supporters settled for nam- 
ing it the city’s cocktail: a mixture 
of rye whiskey, sugar, bitters and 
absinthe, or a substitute anise -fla- 
vored liquor, mary foster (ap)
